A uthorities caid 
that som e of th e boys apparently 
had succum bed from exposure an d 
abandoned hope th e th ree m issing 
could have survived. 
M ayer was rescued by a p ass­ 
ing ship. 
The rescue vessel also recovered 
th e bodies of five of the boy*. 
Two o th er bodies w ere found later 
in the sam e a rea by coast guard 
searchers. 
From a cot in Southshore hospi­ 
tal, a t Bay Shore, L. I., M ayer 
related th is account of the tragedy. 
A huge wave sm ashed the hatch 
door of their boat sw eeping one 
of the boys overboard. Two others 
launched a dinghy and attem pted

ed to senate Investigators today. 
The disclosure was m ade by Dr. 
W alter G. W hitm an, assistan t di­ 
rector of the WPB chem icals divi­ 
sion, and John W. Boyer, chief of 
the W PB alcohol section, in testi­ 
mony before an agriculture sub­ 
com m ittee. 
“R ecent reduction in the esti­ 
m ated 
industrial alcohol 
require­ 
m ents make it unnecessary a t this 
tim e to approve the construction 
of any new alcohol plan ts,” Dr. 
W hitm an told the com m ittee. 
The testim ony cam e in the wake 
of a verba! battle betw een Rubber 
D irector W illiam M. Jeffers and 
OWI D irector Elm er Davis over re­ 
ports on th erubber program ’s pao- 
gress. 
The two Tossed words over a re­ 
port issued Saturday by OWI on the 
rubber situation. The rubber di­ 
rector term ed it "stale, inaccurate 
and confusing,” while Davis re to rt­ 
ed th a t “so long as I ara here I pro­ 
pose to tell the people the tru th as 
accurately as I can ascertain It 
w hether Mr. Jeffers likes It or 
not.”

cated that the great bulk of 27,- 
000,000 civilian passenger car ow n­ 
ers cannot expect new synthetic 
tires before the last half of 1944, 
while Jeffers recently told a sen ­ 
ate com m ittee he believes it will 
be possible to distribute 12,000,000 
new tires to civilians this year, 
including 5.000,000 synthetic tire*.

Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower’s headquarters announced to­ 
day Allied warplanes have marked up a two-day toll of 112 
Axis planes destroyed, including 70 giant Junkers transports, 
in their blazing campaign to strangle the enemy’s aerial life­ 
line to Tunisia. 
Twenty-four more planes—12 Junkers 52’s and 12 others 
—were shot out of the skies yesterday in sweeps off the Tuni­ 
sian coast and over the North African battlefield, an Allied 
communique said. 
In addition, three more planes were added to Sunday’s 
bag of 74 Axis aircraft destroyed in a single engagement over 
the Sicilian channel.

ISCUSSION of President Roosevelt's bitterly at 
tacked decision to bar congressmen and news­ 
papermen from the forthcoming conference on in­ 
ternational food problems will continue—and it will 
be interesting. Mr. Roosevelt, congress and 
the 
press all may learn a lot about their relationship 
to one another. 
But the damage has been done, as far as the 
conference is concerned. By tacitly admitting that 
its affairs cannot conveniently be made accessible 
to the people’s representatives or their newspapers, 
the President huB exposed it to popular suspicion 
and made it the butt of rumor and speculation. The 
conference is feeling the usual consequences or 
news suppression before the first thud of the gavel. 
It is the victim of Imagination. 
Perhaps it can be salvaged, but that would mean 
undoing the needless dam age done by au ill-con­ 
sidered executive decision. And nothing, unfortu­ 
nately, can undo the damage done by the President's 
dem onstration of impatience with the operation or 
traditional institutions. Both congress aud the press 
have been held dispensable in a test case. 
It is possible that to have proceeded In the usual 
way would have given the international negotiation 
on food a heavy handicap. Congressmen might have 
lacked sym pathy; they might have talked out of 
turn. The* press in its reporting of facts and publi­ 
cation of opinion might have disclosed problems. 
But if Mr. Roosevelt ever dreamed that his Job 
would be simpler if he had no congressmen In hts 
hair or newspapermen looking over his shoulder, 
all he needs to do is take an inventory of the mess 
he's in now. ll*) certainly hasn't solved anything by 
deciding to keep the things that need to be solved 
under cover. 


Breaking Through The Line 
'T U B good faith 
of union spokesmen 
attacking 
A 
President Roosevelt's ‘ hold the line" policy is 
not open to question. They do not see how wage- 
freezing can be reconciled with the right of collec­ 
tive bargaining, and perhaps It can't be reconciled. 
At the same time, it is plain that lf collective bar­ 
gaining is to be continued on a business as usual 
basis the government cannot hold the line against 
inflation. There is no end to the "gross inequities" 
and "manifest injustices" that labor's representa­ 
tives could find; there is no point of satiety in the 
quest dor satisfac tory \\.ig*r>, 
By the same token there is no point of satiety 
In the quest for satisfactory farm prices, operating 
profits, salaries and income In general. The prob­ 
lem of inflation is to stabilize at a certain point— 
to set u ceiling. Conversely, the problem of defla­ 
tion is to create a floor, it is important to remem 
ber that labor leaders recognized the importance 
of creating the floor, though some ot them now 
deny the justice of establishing a ceiling. 
If they are determined enough, they probably can 
break through the line that President Roosevelt is 
trying to hold against Inflation. Success on their 
part would precipitate a frantic scramble by all 
other minorities. The agricultural minority already 
has promised to swing into action the instant or­ 
ganized labor breaks the line. It is not an accept­ 
able a ltern ate, to tilt* policy the President has pro­ 
posed—that all Am* b a n s suspend their quest for 
as much as they can get and concentrate on giving 
up a little something for the duration of the war.

T ’S only a footnote in the history 
of our w ar effort, but to me 
there are few more interesting. I’m 
talking about the contribution of 
our prisons and the men who are 
“beyond the pale". 
Some m onths ago I pried out of 
Maury .Maverick, head of the WFR 
division that has charge of prison 
war production, a few facts and 
figures. A lot has happened since 
then and you can thank Rep. Karl 
Stefan, of Norfolk, Neb., and also 
of the house appropriations com­ 
mittee, for making much of it pub­ 
lic. 
In one of our oldest Institutions, 
says Mr. Stefan (why he wouldn’t 
name it is beyond m e), 90 percent 
of the prisoners—all 2-, 3-, or 4- 
term ers—volunteered 200 pints of 
blood a day over several w eeks’ 
time. T hat m eans that the men who 
have "gone up the river" may save 
the lives of thousands of the lads 
who a re fighting on our many war 
fronts. 
In th e federal prisons in 1940, 
for each person employed In prison 
industries there was a total annual 
output equivalent to $1,500. The per 
capita annual output of prison in­ 


dustry 
w orkers today 
is 
$4,000, 
according to Mr. Stefan. 
In one federal prison, the in­ 
mates 
have 
bought 
more 
than 
$74,000 worth of W ar Ronda, in 
spite of the fact that their earn ­ 
ings 
are 
infinitesimal, 
compared 
to prevailing labor wages, and their 
only hope of a few luxuries, in 
most cases, lies in w hat they earn. 
In both federal and state prisons, 
the reservoir of fighting manpower 
lins 
become 
bo 
recognized 
that 
special 
selective 
service 
boards 
now are being set up to examine 
the men with a view to putting 
them into the armed forces. They 
will operate much the sam e as 
parole 
Innards 
operate, 
selecting 
only the worthy. 
Although only a few have been 
in operation very long, it already 
is reported th at the eagerness of 
prisoners to fight for their country 
has been proved much more than 
an attem pt on the part of some 
to gain freedom. 
On the actual production side, 
Rep. Stefan has some interesting 
figures. Federal prisons today are 
producing more than 1,000 pounds 
of milk a day in excess of their 
own generously apportioned needs. 
In the last two years, they have 
produced more than 2,000,000 can­ 


vas bags, 
tarpaulins 
and 
tents; 
nearly 10,000,000 pounds of m etal 
shelving; more than 1,000,000 pairs 
of army shoes; 
about 
17,000,000 
yards of heavy cotton fabrics; a 
half-million metal fowl trays; and 
in all a carload of war supplies 
every 50 minutes. 
Many of the prisons are oper­ 
ating on three-a-day shifts, with 
inmates working up to as many 
as 60 hours a week at their own 
requests. 
Mr. Stefan sums It up this way: 
“In a world where prisons in cer­ 
tain countries are a synonym for 
brutality, 
suppression, 
and 
even 
annihilation, it is a notable m ark 
in the faith in democracy that fed­ 
eral prisons here offer to their in­ 
m ates opportunity for self-develop­ 
ment, a chance to participate in 
the needs of the outside world, 
training to m eet that world on a 
self-respecting basis, and hope for 
the future." 
To me, the prison war record Is 
a little m ore than that. It's proof 
th at m ost of the "stripers" would 
rather be prisoners in the U. S. A. 
than take their chances in a world 
controlled by Axis gangsters. W hat 
else can you read into the record 
of their cooperation in the war 
effort?

M UST tell you m ore about the m arine corp* 
com bat correspondents, one of the most color­ 
ful Innovations of the w ar and certainly something 
new in Am erican Journalistic methods. 
Naturally, there was some confusion about the 
thing at first and some overlapping of activities 
when m ore than one com bat correspondent got on 
the same story. But now I understand each m arine 
division is to have a sort of city editor, who will 
deal out assignment* to the various combat corres­ 
pondents, read copy and, I have no doubt, give it a 
good carving and perhaps throw in a bawling out 
when his stomach bothers bim. 
T he combat correspondents are enlisted men, but 
the city editor will be a captain. It strikes me as 
too low a rank for a city editor. However, I am not 
running the combat correspondents.

If ever you hear Gen. Denig holler, you will realize 
th at a natural-born city editor was lost to journal­ 
ism when the chief of the m arines public relation* 
departm ent became a marine. 
The combat correspondents had the oldtime ma­ 
rine officers really confused when they first showed 
up in the South Pacific. 
Many of the officers had not heard of Gen. Denlg*» 
new crew and when a combat correspondent, look­ 
ing exactly like any other marine, announced his 
status, the old boys were dumbfounded, 
"W hat is th at? ” they would ask. 
Since the combat correspondents were not dead 
sure themselves what they were for a time, they 
had no answer. W hen the oldtimers saw the com­ 
bat correspondents up there with the other boys 
blasting at the enemy and then, when the shootin’ 
suspended, dashing off and writing like mad, they 
sighed and asked what W ashington was going to 
think of next. 
N 
t O GREATER censorship restrictions are placed 
• 
on combat correspondents than on civilian cor­ 
respondents, I say civilian, because newspaper and 
press association representatives with our armed 
forces are neither military fish or fowl. They are 
uniformed like officers, except for the insignia cf 
officers, but they are not officers. Yet, these cor­ 
respondents are subject to military rules and to a 
certain extent to military discipline. Some soldiers 
sizzle when they salute a correspondent thinking 
he U an officer and then he is only a corres­ 
pondent. 
Australia does much better. Over there the new s­ 
paper correspondents are part of the service and 
hold the rank of captain. The same idea has been 
advanced in this country but some argue that if a 
correspondent was actually in the service, his jour­ 
nalistic efforts could be highly restricted by higher 
officers. It seems to me they could get around this 
by making the correspendents a special branch of 
the service but with less restriction on their ac­ 
tivities than there is now, because there is consid­ 
erable now if anybody asks you. 
This could give the correspondents definite status 
and relieve those of military age of criticism be­ 
cause they are not in the army, an unw arranted 
criticism in view of the risks they run, but often 
heard Just the same. It also would give them cer­ 
tain rights that belong to men in the service but 
which are denied the w ar correspondents. T heir 
employers could continue to pay their salaries so 
in that detail they would not add to the burden of 
the service payroll. 


' y H E IDEA of the combat correspondents is said 
I 
to have been borrowed from the Germans or the 
Russians. In England there are flight correspondents 
who go out on aerial expeditions to report the hap­ 
penings. 
I imagine that in our next, w ar all the corres­ 
pondents with troops will be combat correspondents. 
It is without doubt a most picturesque service and 
productive of high adventure, but I often think of 
the crack made by the old editor as he listened to 
a syndicate man trying to sell him a war corres­ 
pondent noted for bls personal experience n a rra ­ 
tives. 
"H e's always taking desperate chances to get 
news,” said the syndicate fellow. "W hy he’s liable to 
get himself killed any minute." 
“Yes, I know,” said the editor, "and let me tell 
you 
something else. A dead 
correspondent ain ’t 
worth a damn to me."

Cited Second Time 
Bronzed from the tropical sun 
that daily sent the mercury zoom­ 
ing to IOO to HO degrees, Lieut. 
Vodrey, who Is a native of this 
city, has been cited for a second 
decoration by the war department.. 
During 
the 
15-mont.h 
period, 
spent in Australia and New Guinea, 
hard by the Japanese air bases, 
the local fighter participated in 
80 or 85 combat missions which 
consisted of strafing, bombing and 
scouting. 
Unscathed 
from his numerous 
contacts with the enemy, his only 
mark Is the m issing first section 
of the little finger on his left hand, 
the result of a forced landing in 
the Jungles of New Guinea when 
his hand was mangled. 
A few gray streaks are scattered 
through his curly black hair, obvi­ 
ously indicating the strain ha has 
been under during the hectic hours 
in the air. 
Asked lf the bomber shot down 
over Darwin 
was the only Jap 
plane he accounted for, Lieut. Vod­ 
rey modestly shied from the ques­ 
tion by replying: “It’s the only one 
I’m sure of knocking down, but I 
hit several others.” 


Recalls New Guinea Raid 
He vividly recalled, however, a 
raid he and other American pilots 
made on the sm all gulf in the Lae- 
Salamaua sector In New Guinea in 
January, 1942, prior to the Battle 
of the Bismarck sea. 
Lieut. Vodrey remembers It be­ 
cause it waB on that flight his 
P-40 waB riddled with 
Jap ma­ 
chinegun bullets on all sides and 
h e hot-tailed It for his base. But 
miraculously he escaped without 
as much as a scratch. 
On another raid In the Kokoda- 
Buna sector, the lieutenant aided 
in destroying a bridge which span­ 
ned a strategic river, the only ap­ 
proach the Jape had In getting 
troops and supplies into the area 
and the only way to get their 
wounded 
out. 
The 
bridge 
was 
knocked out of use six tim es by 
Lieut. Vodrey and fellow fliers. 
Besides his air fighting he bae 
had considerable ground coord lna- 
tlon work aa engineering officer 
In diagnosing trouble with planes 
that have been crippled in com ­ 
bat. In that particular field he 
corrected troubles and took the 
planes on test hops to be sure

he said. 
During his seven-odd months in 
Australia, the army pilot said Aus­ 
tralian 
people “treated us swell 
hut som e of the A ussie soldiers 
weren't quite so hospitable.”

an acute case of 
sinus since his transfer to New 
Guinea seven months ago. 
“Rations are getting better, but 
frosh meat., eggs, butter, milk and 
potatoes still are a rarity in the 
jungles of

Guinea. 
Bully- 
heef,” he said, "doesn't taste like 
beef, nor even meat, and bread 
made by the Australians and hard­ 
tack comprised our m eals during 
our first months on N ew Guinea.” 
All were Australian rations, be 
added.

‘T or Christmas dinner last year 
I had ham and potatoes, the first 
time I had had any potatoes In 
three or four m onths,” he recalled.
